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Paicopolos Defeats 
Longevin in 
Disputed Election 


Harry Paicopolos, of Woburn, 
defeated Michael Langevin for 


the Senior seat on the Student. - 


Council made vacant by the 
transfer of former Council 
President, Tom Forseze. The 
election had been invalidated by 
the Election Committee but two 
days later they rescinded that 
order after examining. the 
situation more closely. 

The Freshman portion of the 
election remains invalid because 
the 16 disputed votes could have 
had a significant effect on the 
final tally. 

Paicopolos had little or no 
comment on the election snafu 
except to say he would not have 
run again if the committee had 
upheld its original decision. 
Paicopolos admitted he was 
surprised when the results were 
in, ‘Many people criticized me 
because I’ve never been involved 
with anything before, I just ran 
and won.” 

The new councilor didn’t care 
to comment on the present 
council and his new job but he did 
say that election rules should be 


- amended to allow Freshmen to 


vote for Seniors and vice versa. 

It seems likely that changes 
will be in the offing perhaps in 
time for another election. 


Health Services 
Hits Snag 


A Health Services Clinic for the 
students and faculty of NECC is 
no more a reality now than it was 
three months ago. The clinic 
program proposed by Dean 


Churchill Stafford and supported 


by the Student Council, hasn’t got 
off the ground due to snags at the 
administrative level at NECC. 

The Council had been promised 
a detailed description of the 
Health facility, its management, 
services to be provided and a 
report on equipment both or- 
dered and on hand by the start of 
Dean Stafford 
offered no concrete proposals 
and urged the council to proceed 
at a “moderate trot’’, primarily 
due to the complexities involved 
in initiating new programs

Election Snafu Bugs Election Committee 


Valentine’s Day is remem- 
bered for hearts and flowers, a 
bloody massacre on Chicago’s 
south side; but hopefully the 
N.E.C.C. Election Committee 
will be able to forget the electoral 
farce which occurred on the 14th. 

A special election to fill two 
vacancies on the Student Council 
had been invalidated by the 
committee due to. polling 
irregularities. Sixteen extra 
Senior votes made their way into 
the cardboard ballot box, while 16 
Freshmen votes were unac- 
counted for. The committee using 
its powers of deduction realized it 
hadn’t issued correct- ballots to 
some 16 people and the election 
was thrown into a quandry. 

The committee invalidated the 
election because of its own errors 
and not because of questionable 
campaign tactics employed by 
supporters of Harry Paicopolos, 
the eventual winner. It had been 
reported that some of Paicopolos’ 
more zealous workers were 
haranguing voters in the vicinity 
of the polling area, a violation of 
election rules. Mike Reardon, 
Student Councilor and com- 
mitteeman, squashed this rumor 


NECC Student Hurt Playing Basketball 


Robert Noel, 20, NECC student 
from Wilmington, was rushed to 
Hale Hospital after suffering 
head and mouth injuries while 
playing basketball in the gym- 
nasium.

Paicopolis defeated Mike 
Langevin 105 to 73. Langevin 
fought invalidation stating that 
the 32-vote plurality was decisive 
enough and he would have had to 
receive every one of the disputed 
ballots just to tie Paicopolos. 
Both candidates said they would 
not have been interested in 


running a second time if the 


Election Committee chose to 
stand by its original decision. 

The Freshman race between 
Helen Allen, Earl Camire and 
Dennis Quereaux was_ in- 
validated because the 16-vote 
bungle had a direct effect on the 
final outcome. The committee 
refused to divulge the results of 
that election and said another 
vote is forthcoming. 

The two referendum questions 
on the ballot won near unanimous 
approval from NECC students. 
Items A and B concerned a 
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Helen Allen Wins 


Helen Allen defeated Earl 
Camire and Dennis Quereaux for 
the Freshman seat on the Student 
Council in an election which saw 
only 41 votes cast. A previous 
election on Feb. 14 had been 
invalidated because of election 
irregularities which could have

changed the outcome of the first 
election. 

Election officials had withheld 
the results of the first election but 
it has been revealed that Allen 
won that election also. 

The final tally of the second 
and official election was: Allen - 
25, Camire - 9 and Quereaux - 7.

Obtains Quorum 


The NECC Student Council, 
batting zero in its attempts to 
secure a quorum for its weekly 
meetings, finally succeeded and 
tended to the task of discussing a 
heavy agenda. Highlighting the 
meeting was a move to grant the 
Council’s Finance Committee 
investigative powers to inspect 
club expenditures and _ the 
initiation of a voucher system 
which would enable the Council 
to watch expenditures more 
closely. 


On another matter concerning 
finances, Chris Cobb moved that 
the Council adopt a two-semester 
budget proposal. The proposal 
would allow clubs to receive 
advances on its budget at the 
start of each semester based on a 
percentage of funds it received 
the previous school term. The 
Council had been criticized for 
not meeting club requests in the 


past. 


Mike Reardon made a motion 
to establish the President’s 
Advisory Board to advise and 
oversee the spending of funds 
from the controversial 
President’s Fund, recently 
renamed the College Support 
Fund. Chris Cobb suggested one 
councilor and two students-at- 
large be appointed to the board. 
More information will be 
released at a later date. 


Councilors Cobb and Leon 
Seymour will travel to 
Washington, D.C. to attend a 
Student Lobby Convention. 


Student Activities Director 
Jack Warner was allocated funds 
to attend a convention for college 
student unions, in California, 
during March. The funds were 
available due to an excess of 
funds from a previous convention 
trip made by Warner and several 
NECC students to the University 
of N.H.

Was the Barricade Really 
Broken? 


The Rotary Club of Haverhill 
honored Student Councilors Mary 
Ann Hyder and Dawn 
Wedgwood as Junior Rotarians 
marking the first time females 
have won that distinction. 

Councilors Chris Cobb and 
Leon Seymour had _ been 
scheduled for the honor but 
women on the Council became 
indignant when it was revealed 
the Rotary Club does not consider 
women for membership on the 
basis of sex. When the Council 
resolved to draft a letter of 
protest to be read at the Rotary 
Club lunchon, a bizarre chain of 
events unfolded. 

Once the letter was drafted it 
became apparent to the NECC 
administration, in the person of 
Dean Churchill Stafford, that the 
Rotary Club would be the object 
of bad publicity, a definite no-no. 
Stafford called Rotary Club 
President Frederick Battistini 
and pulled the lid off a smelly 
situation. The situation did not 
get out of hand because a com- 
promise was reached; the Club 
would recognize women as 
equals at least for the day and 
“liberationists’’ Hyder and 
Wedgewood would be appeased. 

The reception at the Haverhill 
YMCA was indeed cordial and if 
one didn’t know better, one would 
not realize that anything was 
really wrong at the luncheon... 
nothing was wrong except that 
the long standing rule to exclude 
women as Junior Rotarians had 
finally been broken. 
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Rotary Club President Bat- 
tistini did admit not previously 
notifying the club elders of this 
landmark decision and did say it 
was a precedent. 

When Battistini was asked to 
comment on any proposed 
changes in the clubs’ charter to 
admit women... he answered 
with a resounding shrug! The 
matter was simply too important 
to be answered without con- 
sultation from his colleagues and 
some direction from the Rotary 
hierarchy. 

It was truly ‘‘gals’”’ day at the 
luncheon since the distinguished 
speaker was Mrs. Joy Gerville 
Reach, an editorial writer for the 
Christian Science Monitor and a 
person loaded with credentials. 
For a while it seemed that 
Women’s Liberation was indeed 
taking giant strides forward... 
but those strides forward came to 
a screeching halt when it was 
revealed that Mrs. Reach was the 
program chairman’s fifth choice 
to speak and was speaking to the 
group because the original orator 
died. One distinguished Rotarian 
distinguished himself even 
further by saying, ‘‘That was 
damn inconsiderate of him.’’ And 
so it goes. 

After the barrier had been 
broken, Hyder and Wedgwood 
returned to the Council and their 
duties refusing to relish for one 


moment their monumental 
victory... it was a victory... 
wasn’t it?

Comment on Paradise Russell Articles 


To the Editor of NECCO: 

After reading Rubin Russell’s 
comments on Val Paradise’s 
article concerning grades, I feel 
like making a few comments of 
my own—to attempt to bring the 
attention of the readers back to 
what I consider the main point of 
Mr. Paradise’s article—that all 
too many students substitute 
grades for real knowledge in 
their estimate of themselves. 

At least that is what I gathered 
from Mr. Paradise’s article, and 
I hope he corrects me in these 
very pages if I misunderstood. I 
also gathered from his article 
that he was damn good and angry 
when he wrote it because 
students of his made major 
decisions about their lives based 
upon no better criteria than what 
they received for grades. What I 
say is that it’s a great thing that 
there are professors in the world 
who are involved enough in the 
world to get damn good and mad. 
And, when one is damn good and 
mad, one might make statements 
that could be called ‘‘over- 
generlizations’’ if one were 
writing a thesis or taking an 
exam. If I, for instance, were to 
“correct’’ Mr. Paradise’s letter, 
I would substitute the word 
“scientism”’ for ‘“‘science’’, since 
I perceive science as being the 
objective pursuit of truth, 
whereas “‘scientism’’ describes 
what he was getting at —namely 
thinking one knows something 
because one is counting and 
measuring (something very 
common among “social scien- 
tists” in particular). 

However, at moments when I 
myself have been angry enough 
to ‘risk’? committing a few 
academic ‘‘sins’’—namely not 
spelling things out well enough to 


- avoid being lectured by my 


colleagues, I usually don’t even 
have the presence of mind to 
express myse'f in printable 
language! Conseyuently, I’m not 
“correcting’’ the letter. It’s not 
an exam or a term paper. Fur- 
thermore, I expect that Mr. 
Paradise could ‘‘correct”’ his own 
letter, if he were so inclined, 
better than I could. 

Even though I hope the con- 
troversy about the grading 
System continues, I hope it 
continues in an issue-oriented 
way—not in a horrid exam- 
correcting fashion, not in a 
refusal to see the main point 
because it wasn’t spelled out 
enough. A lot of professors are 
inclined to play teacher with each 
other. I have often been lectured 
at by other professors as if they 
have assumed that I haven’t read 
the same books and articles, as if 
I don’t know when I’m 


generalizing in anger—or to 
make a joke. (When I was 
younger, I lectured friends and 
colleagues too—so I’m _ not 
speaking from Olympus on that 
either.) - 

I am asking students and 
faculty to keep the grading issue 
alive—as an issue—not to deal 
with it by tearing each other’s 
more impassioned statements 
apart. When people do that to 
each other, it makes one too 
careful, too bland—and then one 
stops sounding off. And how 
dismally dull it would be if those 
who care enough to sound off 
stopped doing so!

Communication 


We can communicate with our 
men in outer space, and are 
trying to communicate with 
animal life. We have trouble 
communicating with the guy next 
to us but have you ever thought of 
a possible communication link 
between all living cells? 

Recently this student visited 
the office of a scientist who is 
studying the possible com- 
munication between all cells. 

On February 2, 1966, following 
immediately after watering an 
office plant, Mr. Cleve Backster 
’ wondered if it would be possible 
to measure the rate at which 
water rose in a plant from the 
root area into the leaf. 

Mr. Backster used a recording 
resistance bridge (wheatstone) 
instrumentation and attached, to 
both sides of a philodendron 
plant, a pair of electrodes. Mr. 
Backster tried to reflect the rate 
of moisture ascent. He an- 
ticipated an upward trend of the 
intracing on the chart recorder of 
the circuitry involved. 

Contrary to Mr. Backster’s 
expectation, he obtained the 
opposite tracing on the recorder. 
This tracing exhibited a contour 


similar to a reaction of a human 
subject experiencing an 
emotional stimulation of short 
duration. 
Working 


panding the subject material to a 
wide extent. Materials such as 
eggs, 
produced many respones of 
emotion when assaulted or an- 
ticipate the destruction of living 
organisms within a location of a 
city block from the subject. 

Mr. Backster instructs law 
officials on lie detection devices 
daily and works on his ex- 
periments during the late 
evening when the city is quiet. 

Future investigation may 
result in the close association of

At present Mr. Cleve 
Backster is self supporting of his 
work. Small government aid may 
shortly follow.

Methaqualone is a synthetic 
barbiturate, a down. It’s 
prescribed for sleep. Sopors 
relax people. They also get 
people high. 

One male said, ‘‘Sopors are a 
very enjoyable drug. The only 
possible danger is walking into 
walls after you've had a few.”’ 

His rommate added, “‘It’s like 
drinking a fifth of whiskey in 
maybe an hour, without the upset 
stomach.”’ 

A Quaalude high resembles 
being drunk. A person feels 
relaxed, maybe even numb. They 
might stagger around and talk a 
little funny. ‘Really stoned out’’ 
is one user’s description. 

Some people use them as 
prescribed, one at a time. One 
who did, said, ‘‘I took Quaalude 
one night to get to sleep, just like 
they’re prescribed for. It gave 
me a nice relaxed feeling and I 
woke up refreshed.”’ 

Using Quaalude daily for a 
couple of weeks and then stop- 
ping can freak out a nervous 
system. It’s a shock getting the 
nerves acting again after all that 
sedation. 

Sopors arrived on the scene 
about a year ago. Their 
popularity jumped in early 
summer and is still rising. 

The old line was Sopors weren’t 
addictive. Even the Physician’s 
Desk Reference says the drug is 
non-habit-forming. Recent ex- 
periences in Boston clinics have 
changed the doctors’ minds. 
Sopors will hook just as hard as 
any barbiturates. 

Some students don’t like the 
drug. “I don’t enjoy . getting 
downed-out so much. I mainly 
just smoke.”’ 

Quaalude is made by Rorer. It 
comes as white tabs in two 
strengths. 150 milligram tabs 
have ‘‘wHr’’ on them. The 300’s 
have ‘‘Rorer’’. 

Sopors by Arnar Stone come in 
three doses. All have ‘‘AS’’ on the 
tab. The 75’s are light green, 150’s 
are beige, and 300’s a_ pink- 
orange, like baby aspirin. 


“T know a friend who OD’d on 
Sopors, but they found him in 
time,’”’ said one guy. 

The danger of any down, aside 
from addiction, is respiratory 
failure. Breathing stops. Mix 
Quaalude and alcohol, another 
depressant, and a person might 
never wake up. 3 

Quaalude'  is_ especially 
dangerous with booze. When a 
person is totally looped, it’s easy 


to take two 300’s instead of two’ \ a 
and salt will make anyone vomit. 


150’s, they look so much alike. 


The usual dose for males seems: 


to be two 300 mg. tabs..One guy 
said, ‘‘Once I took three 300’s. I 
didn’t even know what was 
happening for a couple of hours, 
really fine. Your mind goes to 
sleep, but your body keeps right 
on trucking.” 

One person wandered around 
till he fell asleep in a bathtub; 
fully clothed. He woke up having 
no idea how he got there. 

Forty-five minutes after 
dropping should be enough to 
judge the effect of the drug. If 
everything is fine, adding liquor 
after the drug has taken effect 
cuts the danger involved in 
mixing. Drinking first takes 
away any control over the effects 
of drug and drink together. 

If somebody on a heavy dose of 
Sopors or Sopors and alcohol, 
goes to sleep, DON’T LEAVE 
THEM ALONE. A person can die 
“sleeping it off’’. : 

In the heyday of acid, sleep was 
good. It signalled the end of the 
trip. Quaalude, alcohol and sleep 
may be the trip to end it all. 

Weak breathing or pulse are 
signs of trouble. A person should 


‘be kept awake, moving around. 


The idea is to keep the blood 
circulating. 

Cold showers, walks outside in 
cold weather, and ice cubes down 
the back could all help. After 
about an hour, weak stimulants, 
coffee or coke (as in -Cola) are 
okay. 

If you find someone OUT, get 
her or him to a hospital im- 
mediately. If you have any 
questions about what to do, 
DON’T PANIC, CALL PROJECT 
PLACE at 1-267-9150. They’re 
open 24 hours a day and know 
what to do in bad. situations. 


A couple of years ago people 


-going to hospitals on bummers 


got busted. For the most part, 
that’s changed. Don’t avoid help 
for fear of the cops. But if you 
ever do have any hassles with 
them, come to the Drop-In Center 
and-or speak to Rubin in Room 
116 in the Gym. 


When a person does Sopors and - 


within 30 minutes can tell he or 
she’s in trouble, it’s possible to 
get the drug back. Warm water 


If that route seems extreme, 
drink water, lots and lots of it. 
Hopefully it will dilute the drug, 
or speed its elimination. 

Quaalude is available 
everywhere, especially on the 
street. Drug companies make 
about twice as many as they sell. 
Some doctors seem to be making 
a living writing prescriptions. 

With these “legal drugs’ the 
dosage is known. The effects are 
predictable, varying by in- 
dividual physical makeup, not 
the drug itself. Safely dropping 
Quaalude depends on how well 
you know yourself.

cent Randy Newman Reprise 
stamps. “Presenting the best 
reviewed artist of 1971,’ the 
press kit offers: Randy Newman. 
And then the adjectives spew 
out: “‘The finest’’, ‘‘great’’, ‘‘best 
pop singer’’, ‘‘a major star’’, ‘‘a 
pure delight’, ‘‘mindbending” 
and on and‘on until one wonders. 

But don’t stop reading now. 
You may not have heard Randy 
Newman—you may not have 
heard about Randy Newman— 
but this Newman is a new man on 
the composing and singing scene 
and, as much as he'll fight it, 
Randy Newman probably will 
live up to all those adjectives, the 
four-page bio and at least ten out 
of twelve most embarrassing 
stamps. 

The writer of such popular 
songs as “‘Mama Told Me Not To 
Come’’, “‘I’ll Be Home’’, and “I 
Think It’s Gonna Rain Today”, 
Newman—an owlish-looking 28- 
year-old—was making the rounds 
of the college circuit recently. 

On stage he’s meek and 
mumbly humble, muttering an 
occasional “‘What would you like 


‘to hear?” or ‘‘This is a song I 


wrote.’’ He’s unpretentious 
almost to-the point of being 
prententious. But not quite. He 
ends the quiet, hour-long Randy 
Newman song fest with a quick 
and quiet ‘‘goodbye’’ and the 
audience loves him. Finally, 
when he sings them, those 
strange lyrics make sense. 

His lilting lullaby-esque 
melodies have an undertone of 
menacing macabre. His music is 
a coy combination of black and 
white humor, cynical satire and 
small town nostalgia, presented 
in gentle character sketches that 
range from down home naivete to 
“All In The Family”’ set to music. 
His songs are short and semi- 
sweet. He writes about The 
Yellow Man “‘eating rice all day - 
while the children play ... he 
keeps his money tight in his hand 
- with his yellow woman he’s a 
yellow man.” Or, “Sister Sue, 
she’s short and stout - she didn’t 
grow up, she grew out - Mama 
Says she’s plain, but she’s just 
being kind - Papa thinks she’s 
pretty, but he’s almost blind - 
don’t let her out much ’cept at 
night - but I don’t care ’cause I’m 
alright.’’ And a middle-American 
love story: ‘‘We met one summer 
evening as the sun was going 
down - she was lying on the beach 
in her graduation gown ... they 
sent her to high school, they sent 
to to low school, she just wouldn’t 
go no further.’ 

Off-stage, Randy Newman is 
shy and yet brash; meek yet 
mouthy; evasive and abrasive. 

“When I have a choice, I don’t 
talk at all,’ he said at the 
beginning of our interview.. ‘I 
don’t like reading about myself 
and I don’t like listening to 
myself. I don’t know who buys 
my records, I don’t know who 
sees my concerts. I don’t know 
what my appeal is.” 

So what does he know and-or 
like? “‘All I care about is how I’m 
writing. It’s so much the main 
thing that the rest of the stuff 
isn’t important. I’ll look at the 
record sales figures and there’s 
James Taylor up there and there 
Iam down there. But it isn’t a big 
thing.” 


“What do you do in your spare 
time?” I asked. 

“T stick pins in my little doll of 
James Taylor.” 

“What do you spend your 
money on?”’ as 

REANS Sy; 

And then laughs—no, cackles— 
because none of this is serious. 
Except when he’s. writing 
music—‘‘which matters’’— 
nothing else matters. He’s put- 
ting me on and he’s putting 
himself on. He’s a crotchety 
young man and everyone should 
just leave him alone and let him 
write. He laughs at his fame, 
fortune and stardom because 
they don’t exist for him. His 
manner and his music want us to 
remember that he’s Just Plain 
Folk Like You and Like Me. But 
what if he ever becomes a 
superstar? 

“I won’t let it happen. I’ll do 
the wrong thing. I’ll mess 
around. I won’t work. I’ll make a 
bad album. You know,” 

Don’t believe him. His music is 
too important to him. His songs 
have been recorded by Judy 
Collins, Helen Reddy, Barbra 
Streisand, Harry Nilsson, Ella 
Fitzgerald and himself on three 
Newman Sings Newman albums. 
And who interprets R.N. the 
best? Simple answer:. “‘I do.”’ 

Every once in a while, a kind 
phrase slips out like ‘‘It’s flat- 
tering to see all those people 
coming tc my concerts’’—but he 
quickly checks himself with some 
flippant remark. “I have no 
friends,’ he said dramatically. 
“They are just fans.” 

The interview is over. And his 
songs take over where he left off. 
Like this one I heard him sing at 
the end of a concert.

Being in love may be one of the 
most valuable experiences in life. 
Sexual intimacy with someone 
causes such deep, pleasant and 
unexpected feelings that some 
people call them ‘‘love’’ without 
much reflection. Thus, love is 
often confused with any of the 
following feelings or emotions:

By a 7 to 2 vote, the Supreme 
Court has decided that states 
cannot ban abortion. The 
decision stated that any woman 
can terminate her pregnancy 
within the first three months. 
However, after this time period, 
states can regulate abortion 
procedures in ways that are 
reasonably related to maternal 
health. The state can prohibit 
abortion in the final three months 
of pregnancy. 

What this means is that a 
pregnant woman can now go out 
and have an abortion if she is less 
than three months pregnant. It 
sounds quite simple, to a guy 
anyway. However, it’s not so 
simple. 

A girl has to first find a doctor 
who is willing to perform the 
abortion and who knows what he 
is doing. Also, there is a lot of 
emotional stress she has to en- 
dure and a chance she may not 
get any help from her doctor or 
local hospital.

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More Student 
Input 
Sought on 


Academic 
Council 


Jayne Geneva, President of the 
Academic Council, addressed a 
meeting of the Student Council to 
try and generate more student 
participation on that council and 
to outline proposed legislation 
which may be adopted to allow 
students more influence in the 
college’s policy making. 

The next Academic Council 
meeting will discuss student 
appointment to the powerful 
steering committee of that body. 
The steering committee screens 
those proposals scheduled for 
discussion at council meetings 
and student membership could 
assure a wider range of opinion 
and input on all school matters. 

Students who have been ap- 
pointed or elected to that Council 
have contributed little through 
lack of attendance and general 
disinterest. The only exception to 
the rule has been the work of 
student representative Steve 
Kahn. 

Widespread student apathy on 
the Academic Council in the past 
has given ammunition to those 
council members wishing not to 
grant students more power. 
Critics are quick to point out lack 
of quorums for important 
meetings were due partly to poor 
student representation. Op- 
ponents in the faculty and ad- 
ministration see student non- 
involvement as a clear-cut in- 
dication of disinterest in school 
policey making. 


Student Councilor Mary Ann 
Hyder defended student positions 
by saying that very often 
students never hear about 
pending AC meetings and that 
the meetings often conflict with 
Student Council sessions. Jayne 
Geneva conceded it was possible 
that there have been com- 
munications breakdowns in the 
past but has moved to correct the 
situation. 
students on the steering com- 
mittee of the Academic Council. 
The motion was made by Mary 
Ann Hyder and seconded by 
Donna Childs. A letter of student 
intentions on the matter will be 
forwarded to the administration. 

Ms. Geneva said flatly that free 
courses at NECC for staff 
secretaries and janitorial per- 
sonnel was declared illegal by the 
state Attorney General. 

The next Academic Council 
meeting will be March 8. 

Leon Seymour said part of the 
problem with student attendance 


may be traced to the structure of 
student representation as 
outlined in the AC’s charter. 
Class officers are appointed to 
the Academic Coungil as are the 
President and Vice-President of 
the Student Council and “‘it’s 
very difficult to be in two places 
at the same time.”’ 

The Student Council moved to 
support any effort to place

International 


Travel 


You can see Paris or Rome. 
For less than you can imagine 
you can travel throughout 
Europe with the aid of a Youth 
Pass. 

The Youth Pass is easily ob- 
tained at major airports for the 
nominal fee of $3.00. With this, 
you can go round trip to Europe 
for about - $200-$220. 
Requirements for the Youth Pass 
are: 1) you must be between 12-25 
years of age and 2) you must be 
able to prove your age. 

The United States has a similar 
program but the cut-off age is 21. 

Once in Europe a student can 
cut down on living expenses by 
using a Hostel Pass. Obtained at 
the American Youth Hostel, 251 
Harvard Street, Brookline, these 
cost around $6.00 and allow you to 
stay in Youth Hostels throughout 
Europe at the small cost of.about 
$2.00 a night. 

If you’re thinking about taking 
a trip to Europe you might look 
into an International Student 
Travel card that provides a 50 
percent discount on flights within 
Europe. It also helps cut rates on 
excursions, vehicles and ac- 
commodations. To get this card 
you must send an I.D. and 
passport photograph to the 
Council on International 
Educational. Exchange at 777 
United Nations Plaza, New York, 
N.Y. 

For someone who wants to do a 
lot of traveling, a rail pass might 
be helpful. It runs in cost 
somewhere around $150 and is 
only useful if you plan to travel a 
great deal.
